from the pen of Dr. Edward Huntington Williams. Says 


he: "The fundamental idea at the bottom of all prohibitive 
legislation is the belief that most men would become drunk- 
ards if given access to liquor. This conception is entirely 
wrong, and is just as untenable as the supposition that all 
men would become thitsves if given an opportunity to steal. 
As a matter of fact both assumptions are disproved by exist- 


ing; conditions. Every man has a hundred chances to steal 
each day, and yet very few men become thieves. And most 
men have access to liquor all their lives and only a very 
small percentage of them become drunkards. • It is a case in 
which inherent mental qualities and education are determin- 
ant factors."
